Patrols were revived 
Friday night and Scotland Yard sent an 
extraordinary contingent to watch the 
Whitechapel district. A letter identical in 
ityle and writing with previous missives 
from Jack the Kipper has been received 
by the chairman of the vigilante, in 
which "Jack'1 announces that he is about 
to perform another "oiK.Tiit.ion," and if the 
chairman or vigilants attempt to track 
him he will knife them to the heart. It is 
the duty of the police, he says, to catch 
him.

HARRISON'S RECENT JOURNEY. 


What the New York World Has to Say ei 


til* Trip. 


NEW YORK, June27.— The World Satur- 


day morning gives ji resume of President 
Harrison's recent jpurney, during which 
he traveled over ten thousand miles, strtk 
ing the extreme western boundary of the 
country, as far souih as Galveston and as 
far north as Seattle, and occupying thirty- 
one days. The jou'rney was marked, The 
World says, by the number and quality of 
the speeches made by the president in 
response to the spontaneous demands of 
the people. 
Ther<s were 
142 of these 


speeches, and as tley were meagrely re- 
ported by telegraph The World has secur- 
ed a copy of tliemj revised and chronologi 
cally arranged by the official stenographer, 
and prints them in full. 
The paper has 


also secured an interview with the presi 
dent in which lie .gives a personal com- 
mentary upon the journey. In it the 
•president said substantially: 


Industry of the South. 


"My visit to the south and to the Pacific 


country was a series of daily surprises,and 
[ experienced a kren sense of personal en- 
joyment and gratification from the begin- 
ning to the end. The mountain regions oi 
the Carolinos, of Tennessee and of Geor- 
gia, with the new industrial communities 
which have sprung into existence, can not 
fail to interest. 
They afford a vision ol 


the great south that is to come—a south*! 
increased industry, prosperity and mater- 
ial wealth. Thi' reception I received was a 
:,rUmte of respect to tbu presidential office 
and of hospitality and courtesy toward 
he individual. I can say without reserva- 
tion that from first to lust I was received 
with kindness by everybody. Permit me 
to say that .the regard for the national 
emblem, the flag '>f a common country, 
which 1 everywhere beheld was very agree- 
able. The men of t lie south realize today 
as they never did before that we have in 
the United St-ntes a great and powerful 
nation of which they are proud. It is no 
longer as formeriy. 'I am a C'-arolinian,' 'I 
am a Georgian, or 'I am an Alabamian.' 
It is instead^ '1 am a citizen of the United 
States.'

Ketnurkajtly Increasing Population. 
"The changes M-e a step in the universal 


progress which we as Americans are ex- 
periencing, ^and I was glad and proud tc 


ixniy.e tms tendency. 
Nearly all the 


states 1 vksited appeared extremely pros- 
perous. As I approached nearer and nearer 
to Texas I beeeme more and more im- 
pressed by the opportunities which arc en- 
joyed and are becoming appreciated by the 
people. 
With » rapidly increasing popu- 


lation and growing understanding of the 
possibilities that time will realize, I see 
unlimited prosperity lor those within her 
borders. I was received with warm hos- 
pitality by the Te.xsns, and my trip down 
through the niidland counties to Galveston 
was atteudccl by a general welcome from 
all. My remarks upon reciprocity and on 
the development of the trade of Galvesten 
which ought to follow, among other things, 
proper and^ciuch needed harbor improve- 
ments, were the result of my earnest con- 
victions. I held interesting conversations 
with many prominent citizens, one, for in- 
stance, with Governor Hogg. 


New Countries Visited. 


"I have see.n the governor since, and he 


gave me information which will, I think, 
result well for the future of the state. 
California, like Texas, was a new country 
to 
me. 
I had previously visited the

Navajos and Moquis Honing for Gore— 


Grievance of Tiiis former. 


SANTA FE, N. M., June 27.—The latest 


Indian news from the New Mexico and 
Arizona border or from the Indian coun- 
try lying between the Navajo agency at 
Fort Defiance and Ream's Canon, in Ari- 
zona, is to the effect that 100 disaffected 
Indians who quarrelled with their neigh- 
bors, both of the Moqui and Navajo tribes, 
are ambuscaded in the east end of Ream's 
canon. Bad blood has existed for a long 
time between the powerful Navajos and 
and the 
weaker 
but fierce Moquis.

but that the Indian department at Wash- 
ington seems determined to send their 
children to eastern schools in violation of 
treaty stipulations. They nre willing to 
send their children to schools on their 
own reservation, but will not let them go 
east.

BOSTON, June £7.—The Hon. John B. 


Alley, of Lynn, has assigned for the bene- 
fit of his creditors to William A. Rnowl- 
ton, who is one of the assignees of Alley 
Bros. & Place, the/feather dealers who re- 
cently failed. Mr. Alley owes the above 
mentioned firm $500,000 or $(500,000, 
aside from this indebtedness the liabili- 
ties are very small. The announcement ol 
the assignment made a decided sensation 
in Lynn, Mr. Alley's fortune, a few years 
ago, having been estimated at $3,000,000.

A Bird Without a Natae. 


It is a curious fact that a bird which Is j 


more distributed over the surface of the 
earth than any other kind which is better 
known to man, and more useful to him 
than any other, has In our language no 
distinctive name. This defect in nomen- 
clature seems still more strange when we 
remember that this favorite bird has half a 
dozen cousin species, every one of which 
rejoices in a name that is all its own. The 
nameless bird is the—well, the barnyard 
bird about whose capabilities for broiling, 
roasting and the like we usually care a 
great deal more than we do about what we 
shall call it.

am in Salem township, Dec. 16, 1830. They 
ived happily together for nearly 60 years . 
Her deatta occurred Oct. 6, 1890. 


Dr. Faris received a diploma from the 


Botannical Medical college at Cincinnati,0., 
n 1851, and at once began the practice of 
medicine at Newmarket, O. From there he 
went to Williamsbnrg, O., in 1852. He 
came to Illinois In 1851 and lived for two 
rears in Time, Pike county. In March, 
1857, he moved with his family to Niantic, 
and has lived here ever since, where he bad 
a large practice and was very successful as 
i physician. He was the oldest physician 
n Macon county. 


Dr. Faris was the father of 12 children, 6 


of whom are living: Sylvester J. Faris, of 
Omaha, Neb.; Mrs. Maggie i,. Pickering, 
Portsmouth, N. H.; Mrs. Jennie Jacobsen 
and Mrs. Lniie Hall, of Tuscola, 111.; and 
John P. Faris and Mrs. Nellie Hawk, of 
Niantic. 


In politics Dr. Faris was a life-long dem- 


ocrat, voting his first ballot for Andrew 
Jackson for president 


He united with the Christian church in 


August, 1834, and has always been a true 
Christian, doing good to all and by his 
good example causing others to be good.

WHAT HAPPENED AT GOODWOOD 


He Played the Gnnte There After H 


Haul Promised the Dabe of Richmom 
Not To—A Bit of Gossip That Baa Mo 
Before Seen Print*

Of all the disgraceful features of the no' 


famous baccarat scandal in London th 
one which has excited the most hostil 
comment is the fact disclosed during th 
course of the trial tbat baccarat was being 
played at Tranby Croft ill defiance of th< 
wishes of the master of the house. 


Mr. Arthur Wilson had expressed in the 


strongest manner possible his objection tc 
games of hazard being played under nil 
roof, being filled with the horror which

every respectable British merchant feels 
toward gambling, and unwilling in any 
way to encourage or develop the danger- 
ous tastes of the younger members of his 
family in that direction. It was only when 
his back was turned that the hostess gave 
way to the request of her royal guest, and 
organized a baccarat table for his enter- 
tainment. 


Unfortunately this is by no means the 


first occasion on which the Prince of Wales 
has been guilty of an offense of this kind 
against the laws both of hospitality and ol 
good taste. Although the matter has never 
until now appeared in print, he rendered 
himself liable to a somewhat similar charge 
a few years ago at Goodwood, the superb 
county seat of the Duko of Richmond in 
Sussex. 


Ever since the marriage of the heir ap- 


parent, near upon th'rty years ago, the 
duke has been in the habit of entertaining 
the Prince and Princess of Wales together 
with a iar^e party of royal and distin- 
guished personages at his house during 
;he annual Go' wood races, which extend 
over several lays. 


The duke, 
l, ho 13 of the same age as Queen 


Victoria, is a man of immense independ 
ence of mind and strength of character. 
Se has two fads—namely, his horror for 
gambling in every form, and his inflexible 
rule of retiring to bed every night at sharp 
0 o'clock, no matter where he may happen 
to be or who is present, 


A few seasons ago, having heard in town 


of the taste for baccarat of the prince, he 
mentioned to the latter, on the arrival of 
the royal party at Goodwood, his aversion 
a games of hazard under his roof, basing 
his objections on a horrible gambling trag 
edy which had taken place therein the 
irevious century. He wound up by exact- 
ng a pledge from the prince that under no 
circumstances should baccarat be played 
daring the royal visit. 


The prince somewhat reluctantly gave 
tisword to thednke that his wishes should 
>e observed, and the old peer, confiding in 
he honor of his future king, retired tran 
•juiUy to bed at his ordinary hour. On the 
third day of the races, however, the duke, 
who, aa usual, had bidden his royal guests 
;ood night at 10 o'clock, happened to have 
occasion to come down stairs again about 
.n hour later. 
Imagine his astonishment and wrath to 


ind the male portion of the house party 
and some of the ladies seated round a table 
playing at baccarat for high stakes, with 
he Prince of Wales acting as banker! The 
duke's indignation got the better of his 
oyalty and good temper, and he openly 
irotested to the prince against the manner 
n which his confidence had been betrayed. 
~he prince cut but a sorry spectacle, since be 
could find no valid excuse for his behavior, 
,nd the card party broke up in confusion.

Torwas it resumed during that or any of 
lie subsequent stays at Goodwood. Of the 
wince, I may add that his royal highness 
bstained from visiting Goodwood on the 
ear following the incident above de- 
:ribed, but with that exception has been 
here every year since. 
The objection to baccarat is attributable 
o the fact that it is not a game of skill like 
rhist or ecarte, but a, game of chance, like 
ingt-et-un, which it indeed greatly re- 
embles. It is exceedingly simple. The 
akes are made before the banker deals 
he cards. The object of the game is to 
old such cards aa shall together amount 
o the point of nine. The cards from one 
o nine count each according to the num.- 
>er of their pips. The court cards and 
ens count as zero. If the banker is nearer 
rne than tho players he rakes in their 


stakes. If, ou the contrary, the players 
are nearer nine than himself, he is obliged 
o pay. 
In cages of a tie the conpia regarded as 
nil. Before the game begins the bank is 
ut up at auction, and goes, as a matter of 


course, co tae person woo is willing to rise 
the largest amount of money The banker 
seated in the middle deals two cards TO the 
player on his right, two cards to the pjayeir 
on bis left and two cards to himself. The 
punters or players seated to the right of 
the banker win or lose by the cards dealt 
to that side, while those on the left of the 
banker by the cards dealt on their side. 
Each player holds the cards for his side 
either on the right or left as long as he IB 
winning Should he lose the next hand is 
dealt to the player following him In rota- 
tion. 


It is worthy of note that It was baccarat 


which was the cause of the fall from grace 
of another associate of the Prince of Wales. 
Indeed, all the great card scandals in Eng- 
land during the last two decades have oc- 
curred among the members of what to 
known in London as the Marlborough 
House set. The case just referred to is 
that of the Hon. Walter Harbord, major of 
the Seventh Hussars, an intimate friend of 
the prince and a brother, of Lord Suffield, 
the favorite lord In waiting of his royal 
highness. 


Several years ago he was staying at Nice, 


the home if not the cradle of baccarat, and 
he was naturally elected a member of tha 
principal club there—tha Cercle de U 
Mediterranee. In course of time his per- 
sistent luck became a matter ef comment. 
He was vainly made the object of strict sur- 
veillance, nothing conld be detected wrong 
in bis play. But one day General the Mar- 
quis de Gallifet rose from the table in the 
middle of the game and declined to play 
any longer, without, however, Baying a 
word to or about the man whom every- 
body suspected. 


Undeterred by this, Harbord continued 


his nefarious operations, but waa detected 
a few days later tbroush the discovery by 
the club servants that there were more 
"nines" than there ought to have been 
among the cards thrown under the table at 
the conclusion ol each gamo. The Hon. 
Walter had worked his coup by the simple 
device of having a few of his own "nines" 
in the breast pocket of his coat. 


Very frequently, just as the cards were 


dealt, he would take out of -his pocket a 
note case and place it on the table close to 
cards dealt him by the banker, and each 
time this was done he concealed a "nine" 
under his case, and played it, substituting 
It of course for one of those dealt to him, 
and which he had surreptitiously con- 
signed to another pocket. 


The price which he paid for this roguery 


was ignominious expulsion from the Cercle 
de la Mediterranee at Nice, expulsion from 
all his London and Paris clubs, a public 
"warning" off Newmarket Heath and off 
the other English and continental race 
courses, and dismissal from the army. He 
is, however, exceedingly well off finan- 
cially, having found after his disgrace a 
wealthy bride, somewhat in the same man- 
ner as the unfortunate Sir William Gor- 
don-Camming. 


His wife is Lady Eleanor, daughter of 


the seventh duke of Graf ton and widow of 
the immensely wealthy Herbert Eaton, of 
Stretchworth park, Cambridge. The ex- 
major, who is a very handsome man, di- 
vides his time between his country seat in 
Cambridgeshire and his lovely villa at 
Walton-on-the-Thames. 


Only a year or two before Major Har- 


bord's disgrace another intimate friend 
and associate of the Prince of Wales waa 
also publicly branded in London as a card 
sharper. His name was George Russell, 
and he was not only a first cousin of the

Duke of Bedford and of Earl Russell, bat 
also the son-in-law of the Duke of Roi- 
burghe. Although not in tha army, he 
was in the qaeen'a service aa permanent 
chief of the government department of 
public works. As such he controlled all 
the state parks, and made use of his posi- 
tion to transform a number of the pretty 
park keeper lodges in Hyde park and St. 
James' park into private gambling dens at 
government expense. It is asserted that 
the one in the neighborhood of Alfred 
Gate continued to be frequented by the 
Prince of Wales until tha day when his 
friend George Russell was detected in the 
act of cheating. 


In view of the attitude of Mrs. Arthur 


Wilson toward Sir William Gordon-Cam- 
ming at Tranby Croft, it may be mentioned 
that the Duchess (now dowager) of Man- 
chester discovered George Russell's unfair 
play at cards a few weeks previous to his 
public exposure. She matte the discovery 
at her country seat, Klmbolton castle, 
where he was staying at the time as agaest 
invited to meet the Prince and Princess of 
Wales. The duchess said nothing at the 
time, being desirous to avoid anything like 
scandal during the royal visit, but devoted 
all her remarkable tact and wonderful sa- 
voir faire to throw obstacles in the way of 
card playing during tha remainder of 
George Russell's stay. 


It was not until after his public exposure 


at one of the London clubs that she finally 
consented to disclose what she had wit- 
nessed at Kimbolton castle. George Rus- 
sell is now a prominent member of the 
British colony at Brussels, and may fre- 
quently be seen driving there in the com- 
pany of Lord Arthur Somerset, the former 
equerry of the Prince of Wales, who was 
forced to flee from England in order to 
escape arrest for his criminal connection 
with the horrible Cleveland street scandal 
which convulsed London society about two 
years ago.

ABE OPPOHTONIT1KS—What the south, 
has to offer hometeekcrs. Blob lands at- 
low figures, early crops at fancy prices. A 
certain small ton in Louisiana, and another 
in Mississippi, on the line of the Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad, but a few years ago had abso- 
lutely no commercial importance, and from 
them not a dollar's worth of produce was sold 
to a distant market.
